“ Probably the plot was part of 
a conspiracy of which the attempt­ 
ed rising at Johannesburg was the 
irst indication.” 
Everything was prepared in the 
plot to make Lord Roberts a pris­ 
oner and shoot the British officers, 
and the conspiracy was only dis­ 
covered at the last moment. 
The conspirators numbered about 
fifteen. 
They had planned to set 
fire to the houses in the extreme 
western part of the city, hoping 
that the troops would be concen­ 
trated there.

u nderstand the qu estion. 
Xothing 
dau nted, tiie general 
rep eated 
his 
qu estion in English. ‘^AVeil,” rep lied 
the chairman, “I am afraid that there 
is oniv one man here who cou ld u n- 
der&taiid you if you did (he was ou r 
minister in irollandg” Gen. Jou ljort 
gave in, and made liis sp eed; in Fng- 
iish. 
After he retu rned lo his lioid 
one of hisi friends said.to Iiim: “ You 
see, Piet, how it has been with the 
Du tch langu age liere; it has had to 
give way to ilie English. 
How will 
vou r Taal fare, wirdi no literatu re to 
help p reserve Its memory? Soon you 
will all he sp eaking Kngiidi throu gh­ 
ou t Sou th Africa.” 
“ I do not mind 
if English takes tbe p lace of my lan­ 
gu age,” rep lied Jou hert, “ as long as 
we have ou r liberty and ou r rights are 
left to u s.'’ 
Gen. Jou hert sp oke English better 
than he wrote it, liis sp oiling being 
somewhat u ncertain, lu Du tch, how­ 
ever, lie cou ld exp ress himself elo­ 
qu ently. lie has sp oken several times 
at n^icetings in America and England. 
In 18 9 1 he s])oke at a meeting inX ow 
Y'ork u nder the chairmanship of the 
late H enry George, and in Toronto 
also lie addrcs*sed a p u blic assemldy.
